—A lthough the 
censorship on dispatches from Mexico 
City was lifted soon after the change 
of governm ent the g re atest difficulty 
was experienced In getting new s out 
of the c apital regarding the latest oc­ 
currences there. 
During the 
censorship dispatches 
and com m ercial telegram s accum ulat­ 
ed in vast quantities and th e reopen­ 
ing of th e wires necessarily added 
greatly to the congestion, with the re­ 
sult th a t the overtaxed o perato rs have 
hardly m ade a visible im pression on 
th e m ass of dispatches aw aiting trans- 
mi.- ion to all parts of the world.
